Away Unconscious. 























Death of the Head of the “Money | 
Trust” Was Expected and Caused | 
Little Excitement on the Stock Mar- + 
kets—George F. Baker, Worth $200,- ; 
000,000, Succeeds To the Financial 
Rulership of Amerlca. | 
ROME, April 1.—J. Pierpont Mor- 

gan, the financier, died at five min- 


ules past twelve o'clock noon yester- 
day.

Expected on ‘Change. 

NEW YORK, Apri] 1.—That Wall 
Street always discounts expected de- 
velopments was again shown yester- 
day by the calmness with which the 
news of J. Pierpont Morgan's death 
was received on thie Slock Exchange. 
Ever since the attack in Egypt last 
resriery the market has been adjust- 
ing itself to the possibility that the 
cables might any day bring anifounce- 
ment of his desth, 

There was every precedent to justi- 
fy the beljef that this news would not 
cause any serious trouble.) With the 
[single exception of the death of R. 
j Oswald P. Flower in 1899, the passing 
away of prominent financiers has nev- 
er caused any serious disturbance in 
the market's equilibrium. 

George F. Baker, who at the age of 
72 becomes tne actual head of the 
“money trust’ by the death of Mr. 
Morgan, believes.that the concentra- 
tion of wealth in a few bands has 
gone far enough. He ssid so in his 
testimony before the Pujo Committee 
when, in answer to a Question by Sam- 
uel Untermyer on this subject, he 
zeplied; "I think it has gone far en- 
? ough. If it got into bad hands it 
would be very bad.” 

Mr. Baker celebrated his 72nd birth- 
day on Thursday last, but until the 
Pujo Committee introduced him to 
the world at large he was virtually 
unknown outside of Wall Street and 
its business zamifications. The com- 
mittee presented him to the country 
as one'of the master minds of finance 
and his testimony befdre that body 
was most illuminating as to the me- 
thods of his business. 

He told the committee he did not 
know how many directorates he was 
a member of. He admitted 37 might 
be the “number,” but that he was on 
too many, explaining, however, that 
he had never solicited a place on any 
board or voting trust. 

Conservatively Mr. Baker’s wealth 
is estimated at not far from $200,000,- 
000, though it is doubtful if he could 
tell within several millions what his 
estate ix worth.

Sufiragette Leader Threstens To Go 
on a “Hunger-Strike” at Once— 
Jury Find Her Gulity, But Recom- 
mend Mercy — Reprisals Are Pro- 
mised by {ndignant © Follawers. 
When Penalty Is Announced. 


LONDON, April 4.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pavkhurst, the leader of the ‘militant’ 
suffragettes, was ‘yesterday - found 
suilfy and sentenced to three: years’ 
penal. scrvitude- at the Old Bailey 


sessions, on-the charge of inciting per- 
sons to commit damage in respect to 
the bomb explosion at Lloyd-Geerge’s 
country hpuse at Walton Heath. 
The trial had lasted two days and 
when the judge, Sir Charles Monta- 
sue Lush, pronounced sentence his 
pages was received with loud cries 
“shame” from the militant suffra- 
Seiten: who crowded the. court. 
The jury added a strong re 
mendation for mercy, and when 
judge pronounced sentence the Mn 
men rose in angry protest. 
As Mrs. Pankhurst stood in the 
prisoners’ enclosure, her sympathizers 
cheered wildly and then filed out of 
court singing, ‘March On, March 
On,” to the tune of the “Marseil- 
lnise,” 
Mra. Pankhurst, who acted ss her 
own counsel, said she did not wish to 
testify or to call any witnesses. Bhe

spoke for filly minutes, at tinies wan- 
dering so far [rom the matter. before 
the court that the judge severely 
eensured. her.

“hunger strike.” She would, «he 
said, come out of prison dead or alive 
at the carlivat posible moment.

Justice Lush said) “'T must pass a 
sentence oon you. Tf you 
doouly r@alize the wrenz you are 
doing and use influence in the right 
direction 1 should be the first to use 
my best endeavors to secure a mili- 
gation of your sentence. T cannot and 
1 will not regard your rimy as trivial. 
It is a most serious one.” 

The sentence on Mrs. Pankhurst 
has aroused the militants to fury and 
they threaten steang reprisals. 

One of the militant leaders, later 
announcing the intentions of the mili- 
tnnt- went <o far as to say that even 
human life would no longer be re- 
spected. In London, Glasgow and 
other places throughout the country 
enthusiastic meetings were held fast 
night and every mention of Mrs. 
Pankhurst breught forth loud cheers. 

One of the leaders, whose name is 
suppressed, gave out the following 
statement: 

“Human life is now in peril, for we 
have resolved no longer to respect it, 
and trouble of all sorts must be ex- 


pected.”

In Mr, Edmund Gosse’s reminiscent’ 
article, “Swinburne at Etretat,” in the 
Cornhill Magazine he relates the poet's 
bathing advevture that nearly cost 
him his life in the Iate summer of 
1868. The timely appearance of a fish- 
ling smack on the scene prerented the 
premature silencing of the voice that 
was presently to entrance the world 
{or some part of ity with the “Songs 
Before Suntise.” 

“I asked him,” writes Mr. ,Gosse, 

“what he thought, ahout in that dread: 
fal contingency, yand: be reptied that 
he bad no ex of what people 
often profess to witnesa—the concen: 
trated panorama of past life harrylng 
across the meniory. He did not’re 
fect on the past nt all, He was Stled 
with annoyance that he bad not fpish- 
ed his ‘Songs Bofore Sunrise’ and then 
with satisfaction that so much of it. 
was ready for the press and that Maz- 
zint would be pleased with him 
“And then hé tortinued, ‘I’ refiected 
with resignation that I was exactly 
the same age ag Shelley was when be 
was drowned,’ (This, however, was 
not the tase. Swinburne had reach- 
ed that age in March, 1807, bot this 
was part of a curious delusion of 
Swinburte’s that he was younger by 
two or three years than bis real age.) 
Then when he began to be, I suppose, 
a little benumbed by the water his 
thoughts fixed on the clothes he had 
left on the beach, and he worried his 
clouded brain about some unfinished 
terses In the pocket of bis coat.”

WILL NOT, END DEBATE 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Comes Out For 
Further Obstruction. 













Liberal Leader Drops Mask of Imper- 
lal Sentiment and Dectares Himself 
For “Canada for Canau'ans”—The 
Closure 1s Now Only Resort of the 

‘Government and Notice ts Given of 
Amendment To House Rules. 


OTTAWA, April &—The naval_bill 
made its reappearance in the Com- 
tons yesterday and the upshot of the 
debate is: that the Opposition will 
force the application of a closure. 
Premier Borden asked the Liberal 
leader to fix a day on which the vote 
might be taken. Sir Wilfrid replicd 
that so far from being too long the 
debate had not been long cnough, and 
refused Satly tu call off his obstruc- 
tion policy. 

The feature of the debate was Sir 
Wilfrid Lauricr’s speech, in whieh 
he cut the cable and permitted his 
old tine pretence of Innperial senti- 
ment to go by the board and planted 
himself squarely on the platforin of 
“Canada for the Canadians” and said 
that the issue between:the pees was 
a choice between Jiuperial contribu. 
tion and autonomous organizations. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Borden made a mas- 
terly summary of the farcical situa- 
tion in which the country was placed, 
where a minority. could under the 
present rules of the House absolutely 
paralyze important legislation. He 
pointed out the inconsistency of the 
Opposition leader wha was now in- 
sisting that this lomporary assistance, 
advised if not asked by the Admiralty, 
could not be voted by.

Hon. Mr. White Denies Charges. 
_ of Opposition Speakers. be

Finance Minister and Dr. Clark Take 
Up Most of the Sitting In Com. 
mittee on Naval Bill—Red Deer 
Man Has a Novel Argument 
Against Naval Gift—Money Needed 
tn Alberta, He Dectares. 


OTTAWA, April 9.—Two specches, 
«nc by the Finance Minister, Hon. 
W. T. White, and the other by Dr. 
Michacl Clark (Red Deer) constitut- 
ed the naval debate in the Commons 
fouemey: The Minister made a bril- 
isnt speech in which he repudiated 
the notion that the Rorden Govern- 
ment stood for a permanent policy of 
contributian; but: said'that no local 
havy could be. effective unless the 
British navy was mistress of ihe scas. 

Dr. Clark reiterated ‘ine time-worn 
arguinents in favor of a home-made 
fieet and advanced a novel reason for 
the , Liberal posal.to spend $150,- 
00,000 on a home navy.. It was that 
economic conditions now prevailing in 
Western Canada made it. impossible 
for this country to expend $36,000,000 
in umprodactive works in England. 
* The interest in the naval debate 
las largely shifted to the closure mea- 
sure, which comes up to-day, and riot- 
us scenes are expected in the Op- 

asition at the proposal te limit de. 

ate. 

Hon. W. T.. White deprecated the 
allusions to the Malay States made 
by. Dr. Pugsley in Manday’s debate, 
“The more slender their resources," 
said Mr. White, “the tore is it to 
the credit of the people of the Malay 
States, They are following in the 
wake of New Zealand, whose gift of a 
battleship in 1909 waa one of the gold- 
en deeds in. British history.” 

Mr. White complained that Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier had misstated the posi- 
tion of the Government, and the issue 
hetween the Government and the Op- 
position. The Government was not 
committing. the eountry to a policy 
of permanent contribution, “Person. 
ally, [ am opposed to any policy of 
regular and periodical contributions, * 
he sald. > 

Ax ta the Liberal policy, Me. White 
said it had fimt been two fleet units; 


then it had changed with every 
speech. No one could tell whal it 
meant. 


Mr. White, after some references to 
th: kiberal speeches made during the 
famous day and night sittings, said 
that the whole question was one of 
effective aid. A local navy would be 
of no use unless the Imperial navy 
was supreme. Mr. Churchill had said 
that Pritain needed the three Cana- 
dian Dreadnoughts to maintain her 
waval supremacy after 1915. Unless 
thet ‘supremacy wes maintained, the 
British Empire would go to pieces. 
Our first duty, then, was to. strength- 
en the Imperial navy. 

These Dreadrvuzhts could not be 
built in Canada, and it was absurd 
to say that thes could. Who would 
invest $75,000,000 in. erecting ship- 
yards for the construction of three 
Dresdnoughts? The policy of the Gov- 


‘Lerninent would lead to the immediate 


construction of smaller war vessels 
in Cansds, 

The ance Minister said the Op- 
sition should id opposing so vio- 
ently the expenditure -of money in 
England. Britich money to the extent 
af $2,500,000,000 had been invested in 
this country. We should be careful 
not to chill the British investor. Brit- 
ish immigration and British capital 
had brought to Canada her prosperity. 

Dr. Clarke (Red Deer) xaid the Brit. 
ish investor sought the most interest 
he vould get for his money and that 
Mr. White’s arguinent on this subject 
was a debasing one. He ridiculed the 
notion of Canada being linked with 
the Malay States, at Gibraltar, in a 
squadron whose only purpose was to 
“show the flag.” Canada necided de- 
fence on the Pacific, and this squad- 
ron at Gibraltar would be distant 
twenty-three days from the only thea: 
much interest to Can- 
adi. eh shipyards, he said, 
were years behind with their: orders 
and could not possibly build the three 
Canadian Dreacnoughts. 

Dr. Clark argucd that the Govern- 
ment had no inendate on the naval 
question, and certainly. no_ mandate 
on the question of closure, He would 
like to xee both questions submitted 
ta the people. ‘ ; 

Dr. Clark advised the Finance Min- 
ister to psy more attention to affairs 
in Western Canada and less to Gib- 
raltar. Economie conditions in Al- 
herta, he said, were bad, and many 
settlers were sellim: out and return- 
ing to the United States. Was this 
the time to ship $25,000,000 out of 
the country ta be invested in unpro- 
ductive works? 

Dr. Clark said that the question of 
defence was not a question for a pleb- 
ixcite pr a general election. Parlia- 
ment was cblixed by the constitution 
to establish and maintait a Canadian 
militia service and a Canadian naval 
service.” Mr. Borden's proposition, 
however, was one which should he 
submitted to the people. 

Dr.-Clurk said he was opposed to 
lruperisl federation and to the idea of 
me vavz for the entire Empire. Mr. 
“Shurchill had been unable to influ. 
suce Australis, but had been success. 
ful in dragooning the Malay States 
through the sultan of Perak, and Can- 
ada throysh the Minister of Public 
Works, the>“Sultan of Manitoba.’

Asked by Chairman Ames if he fav- 
ored, restricting .t inks to a seven 
percent rate of interest, Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie replied in the affirmative.

Ittinots Will’ -Deat 
Against Women Employes. 

CHICAGO, April 16.—A state morals 
court, with women as judgcs, to pro- 
tect’ working girls against unprinci- 
pled cmployes will be proposed in a 
bill toSbe introduced in the Hlinois 
Legislature by the State Senate's wel- 
fare commission. . Licutenant-Gover- 
oor. Barratt O'Hara, chairman of the 
commission, made this announcement 
yesterday just before members of the 
investigating body departed — for 
Springficld. 

“We have received scores of letters 
from ‘stenographers and factory girls, 
telling how they had bees led astray 
by men for whom they worked,” seid 
the lieutenant-governor. “These Ict- 
ters were not anonymous, and we. 
have a list of more than two hundred 
businesa and professional men filed 
away for reference. These men. figur- 
ed in the communications we received 
as responsible agents for the moral 
ostracism of more than two hundred 
girls. 

“The girl who. is wronged by a man 
of station can do nothing under pres- 
ent conditions, When. she goes to 
court the publicity injures her more 
then it dors the-man,. and .she.is. free 
quently accused of attempting black- 
majl.” Most girls cannot even go to 
court because of lack of funds. 

“With five women acting as judges 
of a state moral court conditions will 
be changed. Girls can tell their ex- 
periences in confidence and escape 
harmful publicity. The name of the 
responsible man will be known to the 
court, and if circumstances warrant 
the information can be used vither te 
drive the man from the community ur 
t» prosecute him,”

tem, Says German Socialist.: 


Herr Liebknecht In German Retch- 
stag Creates a Sensation by Oeclar- 
ing That Krupps and Other Manu- 
facturers of War Munitions Create 

_ International Discord In Order to 
Increase Sales. 


BERLIN, Germany, April 19.—In a 
fneech in the Reichstag yesterda 
Herr Liebknecht, Socialist, made se 
tational allegations of the methods 
of the manufacturers of arms and am- 
munitions to push their interest«, He 
said. the foremost German company 
mannfacturing small arms and ammu- 
nition had caused articles to be print. 
ed in The Paris Figaro, advocating an 
inervase in the French army in order 
to create a warlike <pirit in Germans, 
and thereby obtain larger orders. 














Herr Lirbknecht said the Kropp 
Company kept an agent in Berlin, 





and navy officials in order to oblain 
an insight into official documents. 
This agent had large funds at his com- 
inand, he said. 

“Tam not merely making assertions, 
1 hold the proots,” he declared. “Vor- 
wacrts has already exposed the ‘sc- 
eret ring amongst the private navy 
contractors for preventing free comm. 
petition and dividing profits.’ 

He went on to xay that Dentsche 
Munilions and Waffen Fabrik of Ber- 
lin employed agents to provide the 
French Chauvinist press wilh am 
ial for the agitation against’Germany, 
thus provoking international discord. 
Gen, Von Heeringen, the Minister 
ef War, expressed regret that Herr 
Hiebknecht had mentioned the matter 
in the Reichstag, becanse, he said, 
his investigation into the matter had 
not beep finished. He said he had 
found the charses much exaggerated. 
Tt was true that one of Keupps’ offi 
cialk had succeeded in bribing ser. 
feants and others to disclage certain 
information, which was not, however, 
what was technically described as 
military secrets, He could not say 
how far the Krupp firm itvelf was 
concerned in the action of its official, 
and begged the House to reserve judz- 
ment until the inquiry was conclud- 
ed. Continuing, he denied that: the 
War Ministry had favored private 
firms «and reduced the work in the 
Government factories, Private firms 
could not be given in peace time en- 
ough work to maintain them, so they 
were obliged to seek foreign orders, 
Nevertheless in war time’ Germany 
would be unable to dispense owith 
them, As for the accusations of stir- 
ring up strife it would be as just to 
accuse German firms of provoking ths 
Balkan war, (Loud shouts and tumult 
on the left made the Minister's fur- 
ther remarks inaudible.)

Department Will Arrange For Distrt- 
bution of Pedigreed Sires. 


OTTAWA, April. 19.—Hon. Martin 
Burrell, Minister of ‘Agriculture, and 
Mr. John Wright, live stock comnnis- 
sioner, have agreed upon a plam for 
encouragement of the live stock ine 
dustry in Canada. This plan will deal 
with the solution of one of the greatest 
difficulties standing in the way of live 
stock development: in many parta of 
Canada, particularly in the newly. 
settled districts, namely the distribu. 
tion of well-bred stallions, bulls, rams 
and boars. 

The original cost of the animals wilt 
be borne by the Department, and they 
will be placed: in the hands of such 
local organizations a4 agree to certain 
conditions which will be set forth. In 
a word, these sires will remain the 
property of the’ Department, but local 
associations will be reaponsible for 
their proper maintenance and manage. 
ment under the general supervision 
of officers of the live stock branch.
